Thomas Walsh, former business 
agent for the Sheet Metal Workers’ 
union, who was once tried for a dou- 
ble murder committed in Adolph 
George’s loop saloon some years ago, 
surrendered to Deputy Sheriff Edward 
Walthers yesterday afternoon. For 


more than two years he had been 
dodging the authorities, who reported 
that he could never be found, although 
reports were frequent that he was in 
the city and was waiting for a par- 
don from Gov. Small. 

Walsh is to serve a sentence of one 
year in the county jail for a convic- 
tion of conspiracy to extort. He was 
convicted in 1922/along with four 
other labor leaders on charges of ex- 
torting money from contractors in 
order to allow buildings to proceed 
without strikes being called. 

Judgment Is Upheld. 

The case dragged through the courts 
until] 1926, when the Supreme court 
finally upheld the judgment. Since 
then the authorities have not been 
able to find Walsh, although in the 
meantime an application for a pardon 
was filed and is still pending. 

Roy [Muckles] Shields and Peter 
Kane were arrested a few months ago 
and are serving their sentences. Frank 
Hayes, the other member of the 
group, has never been apprehended 
and is reported to have died in Cali- 
fornia.

THE TACKLES. 


A football team equipped with a/| 


pair of fast charging, smart tackles 
usually may look forward to a suc- 
cessful season. Aggressive tackles 
can do more to rvin an opponent's of- 
fense than any other two players on 
the defensive eleven. They are equally 
valuable on offense. 

As a rule, coaches pick the largest, 
most aggressive and experienced line- 
men orm the squad for these positions. 
If coaches lack good tackle material 
they generally take the guards of the 
previous year and teach them. tackle 


play 


On offense, the tackle must play 
close to his guard. He should be 


mindful to protect on their side. On 


certain formations he will be called|. 


upon to help the guard block or root 
back an opponent. This opponent may 
be the defefisive guard. On some 
plays the tackle will help his end on 
the opposing tackle. Coaches have 
different ways of playing their tackles 
but the’principal rules to remember 
are: [1] protect on the inside; [2] 
never permit an opponent to sift 
through between the tackle and guard. 

The tackle often is called upon to 
carry the ball on tackle around plays. 
He also is made eligible to receive for 
ward passes. In neither case should 
he make a.movement to give away 
the play. Some coaches teach their 
tackles to follow around on end 
sweeps to protect. Others instruct 
their tackles to crash through to take 

When the tackle’s team kicks, he 
should drive his opponents to the out- 
side; If the kicker is a right footer,

defensive tackle to watth the backs 
instead of the ball, although some 
coaches prefer the latter. As a rule 
the backs will start as fast as the 
ball. The tackle should charge 
straight at the ensive end. The 
tackle must keep his feet as the of- 
fensive end will be flanked by a wing 
back or some other player to help out 
the defensive tackle out of the path 
of the play. | 


The tackle always should size up 
the offensive formation. If an un- 
bala line with a shifted backfield 
is ased tackle should shift a po- 
sition and inform his teammates of 
his discovery. When plays are sent 
to the opposite side the tackle always 
should charge through and follow 
around in order to be prepared for re- 
verse plays or criss-crosses, as well as 
fumbles or fake formations. 

It is a good thing\for all linemen 
to practice short, rooting steps in 
their charges. At the same time they 
should bear in mind to keep their feet 
and to use their hands at all times 
on the defense.

New York, Sept. 19—<(#)—The total} 
of bankers’ “acceptances outstanding 
Aug. 31, was $952,051,109 as compared

today. Pointing out that the loss for 
the month was only $25,812,817, against 
a reduction of nearly $50,000,000 for July, 
the council said. 
| “ These figures furnish unmistakable 
evidence that the cutward movement of 
our acceptance credit business has been 
eLecked, thus putting American banks in 
a strang position to secure the large 
vclume of seasonai acceptance financing 
being contracted for, especially in 
the southern cotton states.” 

Acceptances against goods in domes- 
tie warehouses were reported as total- 
ing $92,000,000 against $119,000,000 a 
year ago. Acceptances based on goods 
in foreign warehouses or shipped be- 
tween countries declined from $164,000,- 
000 on July 31 to $151,000,000 on Aug. 31.
